Commission’s income “will not leave much scope for im¬ 
provement of broadcasting and none whatever for carry¬ 
ing out the grandiose scheme of capital investment or ex¬ 
propriation contained in the report.” The Commission 
could acquire some stations at small cost. It could take 
over the stations owned by the Canadian. National Rail¬ 
ways, “but this would be merely touching the fringe of 
the problem.” It would cost, says The Post, $300,000 to 
erect a station of 60,000 watts, and an equal amount each 
year for its efficient operation. 

So The Post believes the Radio Commission “will dis¬ 
cover very early in the game, that the financial arrange¬ 
ments made for it are totally inadequate.” 

No doubt the Radio Commission at first will move slow¬ 
ly and cautiously. That is the way of newly-constituted 
spending bodies. But also they have an uncomfortable 
habit of acquiring momentum as they go along, develop¬ 
ing costly needs and expensive demands.

“It is a gloomy moment In history. Not for many years 
—not in the lifetime of most men who read this paper— 
has there been so much grave and deep apprehension; 
never has the future seemed so incalculable as at this 
time. In our own country there is a universal commerc¬ 
ial prostration and panic, and thousands of our poorest 
fellow-citizens are turned out against the appioaching 
winter without employment, and without the prospect of 
it. In France the political caldron seethes and bubbles 
with uncertainty; Russia hangs as usual, like a cloud, 
dark and silent upon the horizon of Europe; while all the 
energies, resources, and influences of the British Empire 
are sorely tried, and are yet to be tried more sorely, in 
coping with the vast and deadly Indian insurrection, and 
with its disturbed relations with China. 

“It s a solemn moment, and no man can feel an indiffer 
ence—which, happily, no man pretends to feel—in the is¬ 
sue of events. 

“Of our own troubles no man can see the end. They are 
fortunately, as yet mainly commercial; and if we are only 
to lose money, and by painful poverty to be taught wis¬ 
dom—the wisdom of honor, of faith, of sympathy, and of 
charity—no man need seriously to despair. And yet the 
very haste to be rich, which is the occasion of this wide¬ 
spread calamity, has also tended to destroy the moral for¬ 
ces with which we are to resist and subdue the calamity.” 

The above was published in Harper’s Weekly, October 
10, 1867. 


mouth, by writing, or in all possible ways of influence, 
use their efforts to persuade the powers that be to have 
inscription on the stone, which marks the place of the 
signing of the Armistice revised or removed, in the inter¬ 
est of peace and better understanding. At present this 
inscription reads: ‘Here succumbed the criminal pride of 
the German Empire, erected by the free people whom 
they attempted to enslave’.” 

This is not the first time that Macleod has been assoc¬ 
iated with “law and order,” for 68 years ago it came into 
being as Ft. Macleod, the first post of the North West 
Mounted Police, established at the end of that first fam¬ 
ous “March of ’74.” 

Mrs. W. F. Cameron, Regina, president of the Federat¬ 
ed Women's Institutes of Canada, has been an ardent ad¬ 
vocate and worker for the peace movement, since its be¬ 
ginning. While in Canada this summer. Miss Mary Craig 
McGeachie, of the League of Nations staff, Geneva, made 
a point of getting in touch with Mrs. Cameron to secure 
Women’s Institute reports, programmes, outlines of study 
etc. for her files in Geneva. 

This was a result of an enquiry of Lady Chatterjee, of 
the overseas delegation party from India to the Imperial 
conference, who called at Geneva to get information on 
Women’s Institutes. Lady Chatterjee was greatly im¬ 
pressed with the practical helpfulness of these organiza¬ 
tions in Canada, and* in India, where they have been 
started. "I feel sure,” she said, while in Canada, “that if 
the League of Nations can secure the co-operation of this 
wonderful international organization of women, it will 
have taken a great step in achieving its object”

HOW TO PAY WAR DEBTS 


The subject of war debts is again being discussed in 
Britain, where there is a strong desire to get some action 
that will bring about a restoration of world economics. 
Mr. Baldwin at the Lord Mayor’s banquet in London sug¬ 
gested that ratification of the Lausanne settlements on 
reparations should now become possible. The inference 
being that with the change in United States administra¬ 
tion was a hopeful sign of a broader national viewpoint 
on the debt situation. In the first place, Mr. Roosevelt 
rushes to deny that he will cross the Atlantic to discuss 
the debt revision, or that he will make more favorable- 
war debt terms with Britain. To those who followed the 
last election, there was nothing to indicate a change in 
America's policy on war debts. Mr. Roosevelt was silent 
but several of his lieutenants made' it clear that they 
wanted the full pound of flesh. W. G. McAdoo who was 
victorious in California and will possibly be a cabinet 
minister, makes himself quite clear on the question when 
he says in one of his books that the U.S. must insist on 
the debts being paid and here is how he suggests pay¬ 
ments are to be made: 

1. Great Britain and France should hand over their 
West Indies colonies together with British and French 
Guiana. This would pay only part of the debt to the Un¬ 
ited States, which would, however, allow on account much 
more than these colonies are really worth. 

2. The debtor nations should bond to the United States 
their railway, steamship, telegraph and telephone compan 
lea and their factories. 

3. The debtor nations should deed to the United States 
blocks of land in some of their large cities (London and 
Paris, for instance). 

These three last clauses indicates where one of the 
Democratic leaders at least stands. 


SEIZING GRAIN FOR TAXES 


In view of the activities of Several municipal districts 
in seizing grain for arrears of taxes when farmers did 
not pay promptly, it is interesting to note that the Fin¬ 
ancial Post thinks the procedure constitutes the begin¬ 
ning of a new policy. The Post says, editorially: 

“In the past the municipalities have generally followed 
the procedure of seizing the land itself. As a large per¬ 
centage of western farms are mortgaged this had the ef¬ 
fect of putting it up to the lending institutions and in¬ 
vestors to put up the tax money and thus save the secur¬ 
ity for their loans. This has meant that In times of 
business distress the mortgage companies have paid the 
taxes and added them to their loans. Undue advantage of 
this procedure was taken by many farmers. 

It Is better all around that farmers should pay their 
taxes themselves. Not only does it reduce the likelihood 
of their eventually losing their homes through the accum¬ 
ulation of a burden beyond their ability to pay but it en¬ 
sures that they will be active in pressing for economy in 
municipal spending. 

It sounds like a very brutal and cold-blooded thing for 
a municipality to do, to seize a farmer’s grain when he is 
having difficulty in carrying on in any event, but in the 
long run it is in the farmers’ best interests and is much 
better than attaching the land. The policy is being ap¬ 
plied with some lenience and in no ease is it being enforc¬ 
ed in such a way as to leave any fanner in want.”

The raw silk is grown in Italy, 
shipped to Switzerland, where it is 
woven in the peasant homes, then 
shipped by water and rail to the 
world famous flour mills at Moose 
Jaw, Calgary and Saskatoon.
